incorporating 


Palm Springs and w ill make

possible to hold the incorporation 
election next Decem ber or early 


next year, when m ost of the prop­ 


erty owners and voters w ill 
be 


here. 


T h e bills are designated Senate 


B ills No. 286, 1028 and 1114. 


T h e old law stated that areas 
to be included in the corporation 


must be contiguous. 
Sections to

reservation. There has been some 


doubt as to the m eaning of the 
word “ contiguous,” some attorneys 


contending the courts m ight rule 


that sections touching only at cor­ 
ners are not “ contiguous.”

specifically: “ As used In this act, 
‘contiguous’ 
means touching 
at 


one or more points.”

revert back to the county.

such districts, when inside

corporate lim its of the city, auto­ 


m atically become part of the city 


and are adm inistered by the city 


council, if it is the desire of the 
com missioners of the d istrict and 


the city council to 
make 
such 


change. 
Thus, the police, fire and 


sanitary districts of Palm Springs 
can be dissolved and th e ir affairs 


can be adm inistered by the city 


council and other city officials if 


it is the wish of the votdrs 
to 
make a change. 
These special 


d istricts had to be form ed here in 
order to provide necessary police, 


fire and sanitary protection to this 


unincorporated com m unity.

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TAX EVASION 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt is out with a 
big stick and after the people who hide their in­ 
comes under a bushel, thus evading income taxes. 
The President requested th at the treasury be 
given “all authority necessary” to expand and 
complete a preliminary 'investigation which lie 
said revealed m ethods employed to escape federal 


Secretary of the Treasury Henry M ongenthau, 
Jr., said the treasury was prepared to sta rt such 
an investigation “reasonably soon.” He declined 
to discuss how the investigation would be con­ 
ducted, or w hether there would be open hearings. 
It was thought likely public inquiry would be 
sought, with persons allegedly employing tax- 
avoiding devices, and their attorneys, summoned 
for testimony. 
Efforts at evasion of tax liability have been 
“so widespread and so amazing, both in their 
boldness and their ingenuity,' he said, 
th at fur­ 
ther action, without delay, seems im perative.” 
The President addressed a special m essage to 
Congress, which was read while he still w as in 
Hyde Park. 
Methods of tax evasion are many, he said, hut 
all are alike in th at they result in “shifting the 
tax load to the shoulders of others less able to 
pay.” 
President Roosevelt urged Congress to grant 
■ the treasury full powTer to summon witnesses and 
compel their testim ony in an investigation of tax 
evasions estim ated to have cost the governm ent 
between $200,000,000 and $400,000,000 in rev­ 
enue this fiscal year. 
“It seems to me,” Mr. Roosevelt said, 
that 
the first duty of the Congress is to empower the 
government to stop these evil practices, and that 
legislation to this end should not be confused with 
legislation to revise tax schedules.” *

He pointed out that he already had suggested 
to Congress th at there should be no new taxes or 
rate changes at the present session, but left a 
hint that revision of the revenue laws might he 
undertaken at the next session. 
The President included in his message a let­ 
ter from Secretary of the Treasury M orgenthau 
which cited the principal types of tax avoidance 
and evasion disclosed in a preliminary study of 
income tax returns for the calendar year 1936. 
The evasion devices enum erated by Morgen­ 
thau included: 
V Form ation of personal holding corporations 
in nearby foreign countries and islands. 
2. Creation of closely held foreign insurance 
companies. 
3. Form ation of domestic personal holding 
copipanies, incorporation of yachts and country 
estates. 
4. Artificial deductions for interest and losses 
on loans to taxpayers by their personal holding 
companies or family trusts. 
. 
5. Creation of multiple trusts for relatives and 
dependents. 
6. Formation of husband and wife or father 
■ and children partnerships. 
7. Setting up of tax-free pension trusts, of 
• which the only beneficiaries are small groups of 
officers and directors in the high income brack­ 
ets. 


RELIEF LOAD DECLINES 
A m atter of some rejoicing comes in the sta te ­ 
m ent that the state’s relief load is declining. 
Seasonal employment in private channels is a 
m ajor cause. 
An 18 per cent decline in the State Relief Ad­ 
m inistration’s case load during April was an ­ 
nounced by the S.R.A. yesterday. 
In the sam e period, the combined relief load 
of the S.R.A., Works Progress Administration 
and other Federal relief agencies declined 5 per 
cent, according to the announcement. 
Total S.R.A. cases at the beginning of May 
was 51,818, of which 18,466 were in Log Angeles 
county. 
The total S.R.A. expense for the four- 
week period was $2,508,645. 
The average family relief extended by the 
S.R.A. during the period was $42.94 and the single 
person average $17.48. 
About 34 per cent of the announced decline 
came because persons quit relief for private em ­ 
ployment, about 10 per cent quit for unknown 
reasons and on their own accord and nearly 42 
per cent were transferred to the W.P.A. A small 
percentage was transferred to county charity 
agencies. 


FOLLOWS RICHARDSON'S FORMULA 
Fourteen years ago, almost to the week, Gov­ 
ernor Friend W. Richardson took a hostile assem ­ 
bly in hand in a budget battle and gave it a veto 
spanking. 
Frank Finley Merriam was Richard­ 
son’s speaker of the assembly and assisted in the 
chastisem ent. 
This week Republican Governor 
Merriam reverted to the Richardson formula to 
outwit the majority Democrats of the assembly 
who had kicked over the traces on his fiscal pro­ 
gram. 
He approved his own budget ideas and 
vetoed theirs. They needed a two-thirds vote to 
over-ride his objections. 
The attem pt to get it 
failed—just as in Richardson’s day.—Sacram ento 
Bee. 


TIE BETW EEN NATIONS 
A visitor from Mars, reading American news­ 
papers, watching American newsreels and listen­ 
ing to American radio programs recently, might 
have found cause to wonder just whose king was 
being crowned over in London. Certainly the 
coronation of King George VI proved a m atter of 
unusual interest to Americans; we could hardly 
have been more absorbed in it if we were still a 
British colony. 
But the explanation is not simply th at we are 
a nation of blind Anglophiles. It goes deeper than 
that. The simple tie of a common language, for 
one thing, is extremely powerful. The traditions 
th at go with th at common language—the sharing 
of things like Shakespeare’s plays and Dickens’ 
hovels and Tennyson’s poetry—are even more 
powerful. 
And, underlying everything; there is the dim 
sense tliat in some way these two great nations 
do stand for a common heritage in the way of 
liberty and democracy. We cannot be indifferent 
to each other. America’s interest in the corona­ 
tion of a British king is merely a roundabout rec­ 
ognition of that fact.—Ontario Report.

up in business for themselves, finding more con­ 
genial employment. Now is the time for a young,j 
person to learn a trade. 
As is always the case, the depression remained 
longest with those who knew no trade.. ;*^he 
worker willing to try anything, without equipment 
of any particular skill was the greatest problem 
of the relief agencies. The more skillful and dili­ 
gent were the last to be dropped from the dwindl­ 
ing number of jobs and the first to be called back.

“THE POWER IS ON” . , 


The ingenuity of man has again 
in completing one of the greatest task ever 
dertaken in the history of the world. 
Four gigantic dynamos, the largest in the 
world, on June first, began production and dis­ 
tribution of electric power from Boulder danvuMv, 
the Colorado river to Southern California. 
Back of the $114,000,000 wall of masonry and 
steel, sufficient w ater has been stored in Lake 
Mead to assure a constant w ater supply to keep 
the dynamos whirring indefinitely. 
The cities of Pasadena, Glendale, Burbank and 
Los Angeles, which have contracted for the power, 
are to pay 1.63 mills per kilowatt hour. 
Amor- 
-tization of the cost of the dam and power house 
began with the production today of “firm” power. 
It will take 50 years to pay the construction bill.

Schultz charged In a suit filed in su ­ 
perior court at San Bernardino, 
She asked damages of $25,000, an 
order of the court ejecting the defend­ 
ants and an injunction to prevent des­ 
truction of property and equipment at 
the claims in the suit tiled against 
Charles S. Gross, Howard F. Moodey, 
Gus Seely and seven “John Does." 
The group of claims named In the 
suit have been the source of a great 
deal of litigation in tile San Bernar­ 
dino courts. 
Mrs. Schultz said she has been as­ 
signed the interest of Harry M. H ess 
to the claims in the Dale mining dis­ 
trict including Virginia Dale mine, one 
of the two most famed mines in the 
area; the Rattler, Rattler No. 1. the 
M. P. Long, the 
Good 
Hope, 
the 
Wheeling, independent and Mill Site. 
During the first part of this year, 
the defendants “wrongfully, unlawful­ 
ly and by force seized possession of 
the mining claim s and have retained 
possession and have maintained armed 
guards on the property,” Mrs. Schultz 
said. 
“The claims contain valuable gold- 
bearing ledges and the defendants are 
extracting large quantities 
of 
gold 
quartz." said the complaint. 
In edition to damages of $25,000, the 
plaintiff asked restitution of money 
derived from the ore taken from the 
claims.

Riverside

"Research work has indicated that 
the healthy individual is not able to 
retain water in the body without the 
presence of sufficient salt in the tis­ 
sues. 
It has been recommended that 
salt be freely used, at least one tea­ 
spoonful of salt per day. 
This pro­ 
gram has been successfully followed 
out at Boulder City, also along 
the 
route of the aqueduct, the Parker 
dam, the Imperial dam and All-Amer­ 
ican canal. 
"Over-eating and excessive use oil 
intoxicants also are factors in the de­ 
velopment of heat prostration. 
Per­ 
sons should stop work when feeling 
the first effects of heat such as faint­ 
ness, nausea and vomiting, pallor and 
muscle cramps. 
A physician should: 
be consulted early after these symp­ 
toms make their appearance.

Five flood control and w ater con­ 
servation bills subm itted by C ongress­ 
man H arry R. Sheppard were rep o rt­ 
ed on favorably by the W ar D epart­ 
ment. according to word received to­ 
day from the Mouse Flood Control 
Committee. 
The five bills authorized prelim in­ 
ary exam inations and surveys of the 
U pper Santa Ana River. Banning Can­ 
yon, M ojave River, Lytle Creek. W a­ 
term an Canyon, San Jacinto River, 
B autiste 
Creek, 
Cucam onga 
Creek, 
Deer Creek, San A ntonio Creek and 
Chino Creek, all located in San Ber­ 
nardino and R iverside counties. 
It is expected th at the bills will be 
reported out of the Flood Control Com­ 
m ittee w ithin the next two weeks. 
All of the bills provide for exam ina­ 
tion of w atersheds for flood control, 
run off, w ater flow retardation 
and

to safeguard the nation’s food supply 
and to protect farm income. 
W ages and H ours: 
C ongress 
was

dent Roosevelt th is w eek of enacting 
legislation to regulate the wages and 
hours of A m erican workers. President 
Roosevelt sent the national legislature 
a m essage on Monday calling for ac­ 
tion and straightw ay Senator Hugo L. 
Black (D-Ala) introduced S. 2475 and 
R epresentative P. Connery (D-Mass.) 
presented H. R. 7200, which is identi­ 
cal to the Black proposal. 
Both are 
in compliance w ith Presidential wish­ 
es. 
Social Security A ct: 
T he Suprem e 
Court of the U nited S tates on Mon­ 
day, May 24, handed down three de­ 
cisions which for all practical pur­ 
poses, had the effect of upholding the 
Social Security Act in its entirety. 
The first decision was in the case of 
Charles C. Stew art M achine Company 
vs. Davis, in which the tax on em ploy­ 
ers for unem ploym ent insurance had 
been challenged. 
In a 5 to 4 decision, 
the Court held th a t T itles III and IX, 
under which the unem ploym ent tax 
is levied and collected, conform ed to 
the uniform requirem ents of an excise 
tax, and was therefore valid. 
The 
second decision was in the case of 
H elvering vs. Davis, in which the con­ 
stitutionality of the age-old benefits 
provision of the Act was challenged. 
In this instance, the Court held, by a 
7 to 2 m ajority, th at T itles II and 
VIII of the Act, which impose a dual 
tax upon em ployer and employee with 
which to build up a reserve for pay- 
¡ nients to the employe at the age of 
65, are valid.

Old Glory has been the symbol of 
the United States for nearly 160 years, 
but there are few episodes in its ca­ 
reer as significant as its display over 
a Tripolitan stronghold on April 27, 
1805. 
It represented a signal victory 
of the infant American Navy over a 
cruel and barbarous foe. 
Our flag’s triumph came as a climax 
to our war with Tripoli, when Amer­ 
ica decided it would no longer 
pay 
tribute to the Barbary pirates as the 
price of our freedom on the seas. The 
episode, one of the strangest in our 
entire national history, has been al­ 
most forgotten in the march of our 
country to its place among the leading 
powers of the world. 
Never before nor since has such an 
oddly-assorted group of men banded 
together to bring about the triumph 
of American arms. 
An 
expedition, 
hastily organized at Alexandria, Egypt, 
included a few U. S. Marines and a 
motley assemblage of Greeks, Turks, 
Arabians and the polygot dwellers of 
northern Africa. 
The conquest of Derne was conceiv­ 
ed by William Eaton, naval agent to 
the Barbary states, and his militant 
leader was 
Lieutenant 
Presley N. 
O'Bannon, of the Marine Corps. Eaton 
planned to depose the 
Governor of 
Derne and to place in power a ruler 
more friendly to the Americans. 
During the inarch of nearly 
600 
miles across the desert, the Americans 
met with revolt, dissension and open 
mutiny among their followers, wrhile 
the lack of both food and water added 
to their woes. 
It was only the firm 
attitude of Eaton, supported by O’Ban- 
non and his marines, that brought the 
expedition to its successful climax. 
Before the storming of Derne, the 
overland party was reinforced by the 
crews of three American 
gunboats. 
The surrender of Derne was demand­ 
ed. 
It was refused. 
The Americans 
and their allies then swept forward 
and captured the fortress and turned 
its guns upon the enemy, while Lieu­ 
tenant O'Bannon tore down the Tri­ 
politan standard and flung Old Glory 
to the breeze. 
It was the first time 
the Stars and Stripes had ever flown 
over a fortress of the Old World.

"Stick around" June 8 and a t about 
noon you will Pee a partial eclipse of 
the sun, according to A. D. Shamel.

The total darkness, starting 
in the Andes m ountains of South Am­ 
erica will be just north of Lim a. Peru, 
stretching from Huacho to 
Trujillo. 
There it will begin at 5:42 p. m.. and 
last for seven m inutes, 40 
seconds. 
This is the longest period of totality 
since 699 A. D. 


In an elliptical arc the moon 
will 
trace its path over the Pacific ocean 
ot Santa Cruz islands, where th e total 
eclipse will occur at 6:12 a. m. Phoe­ 
nix, Christm as. Fanning and th e Gala­ 
pagos islands are the few b its of land 
th at will fall w ithin the band of to­ 
tality and will be thickly populated 
with scientists on the day of the phen­ 
omenon. 


Hawaii is about half-way inside the 
partial shadow and the Midway is­ 
lands are right on the n orthern edge. 
To the south the shadow tak es in Val­ 
paraiso and Conception, Chili. E aster 
island, Pitcairn island and th e north­ 
ern island of New Zealand. 


This is alm ost the longest eclipse 
possible, according to scientific infor­ 
mation. 
The next one, Oct. 1. 1940. 
will bring total darkness in parts of 
South America in the region of Colum­ 
bia and Brazil and will extend east­ 
ward over the A tlantic to South Af­ 
rica. 
Explaining the coming eclipse, sci­ 
entists state th at the moon is about 
one-four-hundredths the size of 
the 
sun. 
It is about one-four-hundredths 
the distance from earth to sun 
and 
therefore when it comes before the 
sun appears to be identical in size. In 
sum m er the sun is farthest from the 
earth and appears smaller. 
A t 
the 
sam e time the moon will be alm ost as 
close to the earth as it can get on 
the day of the eclipse, which accounts 
for the alm ost maximum duration. 
Dr. Samuel A. Mitchell, director of 
McCormick observatory, U niversity of 
Virginia, sailed from San Francisco 
April 27 for Enderbury island in th e 
Phoenix group. From New York. H ay­ 
den Planetarium and the G race lines 
have sent Dr. Clyde F isher to Peru.

Sw anson, w hose ow n c ar in the race 
had failed, was called to his place 
w hile H epburn received treatm ent in 
th e speedw ay hospital, and the lad 
from the m idget track s shoved th e 
car w ith a heavy foot to overtake and 
pass Shaw in tile 300-400 century, hav ­ 
ing the lead at 400 miles with an av ­ 
erage of 114.130 m.p.h.

Big B ear lake m ade 
the g reatest n e t gain in storage in the 
24 years th a t the new dam has been 
in use, P resid en t J. J. Prendergast of 
the B ear Valley M utual W ater com ­ 
pany announced a t Redlands. 
T he storage gained in 1936-37 today 
was 39,450 a cre feet. 
In both 1916 
and 1922, th e re was a greater runoff 
from the valley w atershed but the 
lake was hig h er a t th e beginning of 
the season an d w ater w asted over the 
spillway. 
"W e now- have in th e lake 47,648 
acre feet," he said. 
"A lthough there 
is a little snow left a t Bluff lake, no 
rise lias been reported for four days 
and we can only expect about an inch 
or so more of water. 
"T he am ount of w ater now In re­ 
serve m akes th e storage for the B ear 
Valley system safe for a t least tw o 
years." 
T otal precipitation to date at the 
rain and snow gauge a t the dam is 
58.16 inches. 
D uring May th e lake rose two feet, 
three inches representing 5,379 acre 
feet of w ater. 
The lake Is now 63

Is nine feet, four inches below the 
top of the dam .
